THE RURAL FREE DELIVERY. 


Circular of Instructions Re 
gardin 
Service Is Issued. 1 


Washington. April 4.— Superintendent A. 
W. Machen, of the free delivery bureau 
of the postoffice department, has issued a 
circular of instructions governing rural 
free delivery throughout the country. It 
directs: that. petitioners for such service 
be heads of families. who shall show the 
relative population along the route, char- 
acter of the roads, principal vocations of 
the people and distances each one now 
has to travel to receive mail. A map of 
the routes proposed is required. The peti- 
tion must be indorsed by either a senator 
or representative in congress. ach route 
must be over twenty miles long, serving 
at least 100 families, and those desiring 
the delivery hereafter must be prepared 
to put up suitable boxes. 

Rural carriers may carry other business 
other than United States mail. Patrons 
are required to co-operate by keeping the 
roads up to the standard in all weather. 
The maximum pay for carriers now is 
$500 per annum for à full route of ap- 
proximately twenty-five miles. Carriers 
are to Carry a supply of stamps, stam ped 
envelopes and postal cards and must can- 
ce] stamps on all letters collected. .

det SHOTS: WERE FRE 


And Two Bullets Found Lodgment 
in the Breast of Mrs. Zeiglin. 
Daughter of One Woman 
Gave the Word To 
Fire. 


Newkirk, Okla., April 4—Mrs. Ella 
Zeiglin and Mrs. Daughson, living near 
this place, fought a duel with revolvers 
at twenty paces today and Mrs. Zeiglin 
is now in a hospital dangerously, but not 
necessarily fatally, wounded. Two of. 
her opponent’s shots lodged in ber 
breast, but she is able to talk and is 
anxious to recover that she may again 
fight Mrs. Daughson. 

The duel grew out of a long-standing 
feud between the women, jealousy being 
the original cause. Mrs. Daughson lives 
on a farm just south of the city and 
Mrs. Zeiglin has frequently endeavored 
to arouse the temper of. her neighbor by 
various means, the most effectual being 
the claim that she (Mrs. Zeiglin) could 
take Mrs. Daughson's husband away 
from his wife any time she wished. Mrs. 
Daughson finally appealed to the courts 
and yesterday forenoon Mrs. Zeiglin was 
fined $300 for trespassing upon the 
Daughson property and ineiting trouble. 

As soon as she paid the fine, Mrs. Zeig- 
lin drove to the Daughson home, smart- 
ing under the loss of money and the 
criticism of the trial judge. Riding up 
to the door of the Daughsons, she in- 


wvited her rival to come out and fight a 


duel. 

Mrs. Daughson promptly ‘accepted the 
challenge and came out armed with a 
revolyer. The women then faced each 
other at fifty feet and began shooting, 
the signal being given by a daugtrter of 
Mrs. Zeiglin, who had accompanied her 
from town. Each fired three shots with- 
out effect. Then Mrs. Daughson got the 
range and fired two shots in quick suc- 
cession, both striking Mrs. Zeiglin in 
the breast. She fell and Mrs. Daughson 
assisted in carrying her into the house, 
where a physician dressed her wounds, 
after which she was conveyed to a hos- 
pital. 

Now the husbands of the women are 
seeking each other, vowing to kill on 
sight. The partisans of each woman 
are also burnishing up their weapons 
and seeking an excuse to shoot some- 
body. During the trial yesterday the two 
women attempted several times to fly at 
each other and fight it out and then and 
there the belligerent spirit permeated the 
entire courtroom. 

Mrs. Zeiglin says her revolver refused 
to work after the first three shots and 
that she will make a better record when 
next she faces Mrs. Daughson. The lat- 
ter has not yet been arrested and grimly 
remarks that she has taken the precau- 
tion to reload her revolver and oil its 
joints and that she can be found at home 
by any one looking for an argument. 


NO TENNESSEEANS WANTED.

Louisville, Ky., April 4.~—Kentucky is to 
quarantine against the state of Tennes- 
see for smallpox.

GROSVENOR FOR INCOME TAX. 


He Says It’s the Fairest Impost That 
Can Be Laid. 


Cincinnati, | 5.—Congressman 
Charles H. Grosvenor addressed the Eco- 
nomic League of this city tonight. Gen- 
eral Grosvenor spoke at length about 
the conditions of national affairs and con- 
cluded by suggesting an income tax. 

In speaking of an income tax he said: 

“It is not proposed at this time to sug- 
gest additional sources of revenue, but it 
may be well to carefully consider the 
argument for and against the collection 
of a very considerable sum of money in 
the United States from an income tax. 
do not mean an unconstitutional income 
tax. nor do I commit myself without 
qualification to any distinct proposition 
thereon, but I will venture the suggestion 
that as a matter of equity as between 
the state levying and the tax paying peo- 
ple there is no fairer or more equitable 
tax than that which is levied profits 
and the gains of business or inheritances. 

The framers of the constitution mani- 
festly intended that the direct tax pro- 
vided for in thet instrument was to be 
in the nature of a provision by which the 
natfonal government in cases of extremi- 
ty might call upon the states to furnish 
t re of money to relieve a situa- 
tion and the advocates of income taxa- 
tion at this time are at a loss to devise a 
system under which, and pursuant to the 
constitution. the assessment of an income 


tax could be made to conform to the con- 


stitution and at the same time do no in- 
justice and not operate as a hardship 
upon the persons intention. re are 
subjects for thought and consideration 


and not for hasty settlement.”

Increase in the Civil List—Minority 
Report by Labouchere. 
London, April 4.—The report of the 
committee appointed to consider changes 
in the civil list recommends that the new 
civil list be fixed at about £470,000, as 

follows: 

Privy purse, £110,000; salaries of house- 
hold and retired allowances, £125,000; ex- 
penses of household, £193,000; works, 
£20,000; royal bounty, alms and special 
services, £113,000, and-sundries, £8,000. 

The report recommends an annuity of 
£20,000 to the duke of Cornwall and York; 
£10,000 to the duchess of Cornwall and 
York, and £6,000 to each of the king's 
daughters. The queen’s annuity, in the 
event of her surviving the king, is in- 
creased to £70,000, and an annuity of 
£30,000 is provided for the duchess of 
Cornwall and York in the event of her 
surviving the duke. 

The proposals for the civil list show 
a net increase of £67,000. 

Mr. Labouchere, the sole signatory of 
the minority report, thinks that no in- 
crease is necessary. In a piquant para- 
graph Re says: 

The committee did not deem it within 
the scope of their inquiry to consider 
whether a cantinuance of the pomp of 
pride and ceremony of the court is de- 
sirable. Suggestions have been rife that 
the cost of living has gone up among 
the wealthier classes since her late maj- 
esty ascended the throne.

ARMY CORPS MAY MARCH 
SOUTHWARD INTO KOREA 


M. DeGiers Has Threatened Powers 
Unless They Withdraw Oppe- 
sition—United States Mak- 
ing Haste to Get Out 
of China. 


London, April 5.—“ By the end of May,” 
says the Moscow correspondent of The 
Daily Graphic, the Russian army in 
Manchuria will number 300,000 men. It is 
understood that the Russian minister of 
war, General Kouropatkin, reckons upon 
the possibility of having to dispatch an 
army corps southward into Korea.“ 

“The Italian minister in Pekin tele- 
graphs,“ says the Rome correspondent of 
The Daily Mail, that M. de Giers has 
threatened that Russia will leave the con- 
cert if the powers continue to oppose the 
Manchurian convention.” 

The Reuter Telegram Company has re- 
ceived the following dispatch from Pe- 
kin, dated April 4th: . 

“China’s rejection of the Manchurian 
convention appears to be of a rather tem- 
porizing nature, leaving the matter still 
open to future discussion.” 

Russia Stands by Tuan. 

Berlin, April 4.—The Pekin correspon- 
dent of The Frankfurter Zeitung wires 
the substance of an interview he has had 
with the German minister to China, Dr. 
Mumm von. Schwartzenstein, who is rep- 
resented as having said: 

“Great difficulty is caused by this ques- 
tion of punishing the guilty. Russia win 
not abandon Prince Tudn because she 
owes Manchuria to him. It is tmpossible 
to designate Prince Tuan as a rebel, in- 
asmuch as the empress dowager is still 
too powerful. She will continue to direct 
with Prince Tuan China’s future fate. 

“The developments ‘regarding Prince 
Tuan’s negotiations with Russia fully ex- 
plain the impossibility for Russia to 
abandon him.” 

‘Taxes for Indemnity. 

Pekin, April.3.—The ministers are con- 
sidering proposals submitted by financial 
experts for the raising of a-sufficient sum 
for the payment of the Chinese indemni- 
ty. It is probable that some arrangement 
will be arrived at on the basis of the 
scheme of Sir Robert Hart, director of the 
imperial maritime customs, which pro- 
vides for the handing of the salt and like 
taxes over to the maritime customs ad- 
ministration and the levying of an annual 
house tax equal to one-half a month’s 
rent, which it is calculated will provide 
20,000,000 taels yearly, sufficient to pay 5 
per cent interest on 250,000,000 taels and 
clear the whole of the principal in less 
than forty years. Two hundred and fifty 
million taels is equivalent, roughly esti- 
mated, at £36,000,000, but the total amount 
of the indemnity is likely to be much 
more. Some of the powers are greatly 
averse to compelling China to contract a 
loan for the payment of the indemnity. 

Disposal of Chinese Forts. 

Washington, April 4.—General Chaffee 
has cabled the war department from Pe- 
kin that the military commanders repre- 
senting the foreign powers there are now 
considering the question of disposing of 
the Chinese forts and of establishing for- 
tified posts at proper intervals along the 
route from Pekin to the sea. General 
Chaffee aske 1 instructions for his guid- 
ance in the conference. 
eAfter the subject had been well con- 
sidered at the white house, as well as at 
the state and war departments, instruc- 
tions were cabled to General Chaffee. The 
text of these is withheld. but it is stated 
that they are drawn on the lines of the 
instructions sent to Mr. Conger at the 
time he accepted the joint agreement un- 
der which the negotiations between the 
ministers at Pekin were to be conducted. 
It so happened that the reservations 
which Mr. Conger was to make in that 
case are precisely the subjects which are 
now before the military commanders at 
Pekin—namely, the destruction of the Chi- 
nese fortifications and the provision of 
armed international posts along the route 
from Pekin to the sea. 

Will Favor No Armed Posts. 

General Chaffee will favor the disarma- 
ment of the forts instead of their destruc- 
tion, but cannot participate in the estab- 
lishment of armed posts. He will, how- 
ever, remain in the conference, exerting 
his best efforts to ameliorate the condi- 
tions along the lines indicated.’ 

Meanwhile the war department is push- 
ing its preparations for the complete evac- 
uation of China by American forces save 
only the legation guard, and it is now 
stated that everything will be in readi- 
ness to embark General Chaffee’s army at 
Taku for Manila on May 2th. 

Not a word has been received from Mr. 
Rockhiil at Pekin for the last three days. 
Consequently there is no official confir- 
mation of the Pekin report that the Chi- 
nese government has finally refused Rus- 
sia’s proposition as to Manchuria. 


THEIR LOYALTY IS WANING. 


British West Indies Looking Tow- 
ard United States. 

London, April 5.—Samuel 8. Dobree, 
presiding at a meeting of the Colonial 
bank yesterday, declared that the failure 
of the imperial government to deal ade- 
quately with the sugar bounty problem 
was jeopardizing the loyalty of the Brit- 
ish West Indies. 

“Their existence depends upon sugar,“ 
he said, “and unless the government 
takes action to offset the European boun- 
ties the colonies will wish for American 
This feeling, already strong, is in- 
creasing in consequence of the object 
lesson afforded by Cuba and Porto 
Rico.”

MORE RESOLUTIONS OFFERED 


One of Sympathy for Aguinaldo, 
Congratulating Him on the 
Fight He Has Made. 


Austin, Tex., April 4.—(Special.)—The 
house of the Texag legislature resumed 
consideration this morning of the resolu- 
tion complimenting General Funston on 
his capture of Aguinaldo, which im- 
mediately precipitated a stormy de- 
bate. during which it was charged that 
an adoption of such a resolution as that 
would mean a repudiation of democratic 
principles, An amendment was offered 
congratulating Aguinaldo on his gallant 
resistance of the military invasion of his 
country and extending to him heartfelt 
sympathy in his imprisonment. This 
amendment was ruled out of order. 

Mr. Hill then made a speech against the 
resolution itself, stating that it would be 
a serious refiection upon the democracy 
and intelligence of the membership of the 
house to adopt such a resolution; that 
Axuinaldo was captured by means which 
every honest American must condemn and 
the house is asked to praise the man who 
captured him as the greatest hero of 
modern times. The adoption of this reso- 
lution would be the indorsement of mill- 
tarism. colonialism, aggression, forcible 
annexation and all the evil denounced by 
the democratic platform, In concluding 
his remarks Mr. Hill said: 

“God Almighty and all honest men hate 
a traitor, and Funston captured Aguinal- 
do by bribery. perjury, deceit, fraud and 
lying. I hope this house will vote down 
this miserable proposition.” 

Several speeches were made defending 
the bill. after which Mr. Satterwhite, in 
opposing it, recalled how Dewey had in- 
sulted the generosity of the American 
people by tréating with contempt the 
home presented to him and how Hobson 
wasted his kisses on old maids and the 
American people had lauded them to the 
skies notwithstanding, but had failed ut- 
terly to recognize the brave deed of Colo- 
nel Hare in rescuing Lieutenant Gilmore. 

In the midst of the debate the time 
limit was run on resolutions and it went 
over until tomorrow. 

The senate constitutional amendment 
committee reported adversely the joint 
resolution providing for authority by 
which the state legislature can make ap- 
propriations to have Texas sultably repre- 
sented at fairs and expositions.

Every Mill Dam Swept Away by the 
Waters. 

Reynolds, Ga., April 4.—(Speclal.)— The 
rainfall here within the past ten days has 
been enormous, and as a result the farm- 
ing lands are badly washed and every 
mill dam for twenty miles north of here 
is broken. On Tuesday night McCants 
dam, holding the largest pond in the 
county, broke, and this water broke the, 
Fickling dam a few miles farther down 
on the same creek.

This bridge was about 
twenty feet above the run of the creek, 
but the amount of water turned loose 
was so great that this bridge was carried 
away.

DEATH OF DR. T. S. STEWART. 


One of the Oldest Citizens of Mari- 
etta Passes Away. 

Marietta, Ga., April 4.—(Special.)—Dr. 
T. 8. Stewart, one of the oldest and 
most respected citizens of Marietta, died 
at his home here this morning. He was 
in his eighty-third year and was re- 
markable for his strength of body and 
mind. Notwithstanding his age, he took 
outdoor exercise, horseback riding and 
walking daily right up to almost the 
day of his death. He was raised at Co- 
lumbus, Ga., and was highly educated.

He had been a member of the 
Presbyterian church at this place since 
his residence here and had been a deacon 
for forty years. He was always very 
much interested in church work and es- 
pecially foreign missions. He was well 
blessed in worldly goods and was for 
many years interested in the Eagle and 
Phenix mills of Columbus, Ga.; the Sib- 
ley mills, of Augusta, Ga., and was a 
stockholder and director in the Roswell 
Manufacttring Company unfil two years 
ago. 
Sie married a Scotch lady, who was 
also blessed in worldly goods, and who 
was an enthusiastic mission worker. 
She left her property after the death 
of her husband to foreign missions. His 
wife died several years ago. They never 
had any children. 

Dr. Stewart leaves in Marietta three 
nieces—Miss Edna Williams and Miss 
Caddie Stewart, who have lived with 
him for many years, and Mrs. A. M. 
Fleming. whose home is on Lawrence 
street in this city.

Three Charges of Oynamite 
Used at Chardon,

THEY GAGGED WATCHMAN 


But Not Before He Shot One of the 
Burglars—Secured Only $125 
in Cash, but Carried Away 
over $50,000 in Se- 
curities. 


Chardon, O., April 4.—A gang of half a. 
dozen robbers early today blew open 
the safe of the Citizens’ Savings bank 
here, and, after a desperate fight with 
Night Watchman Pomeroy and a citizen, 
succeeded in making their escape. It is 
believed the robbers secured less than 
$200. The night watchman discovered the 
men at work in the bank. He was seized, 
bound and gagged, but not until he had 
shot one of the burglars. Dr. Hudson, 
who lives near the bank, was aroused 
by the noise and came to the scene. He 
was also seized! and tied hand and foot. 
It required three big charges of dyna- 


-mite to blow the safe door off. After 


completine their work, the robbers left 
town on a hand car. 
Early today two men were arrested at 


Willoughby upon the charge of being 
members of the gang which robbed the 
Chardon bank. 

The robbers only succeeded in gaining 
entrance to one compartment of the big 
safe. In another part, which was not 
reached, $30,000 was stored. 

Pomeroy, the night watchman, is badly 
used up. After he shot one of the bur- 
glars he was unmercifully clubbed over 
the head. After being bound and gagged 
the watchman was Uergged into the bank. 
He lay there a witness to all the opera- 
tions. 

At each explosion the robbers retired 
to places of safety. Pomeroy lay in an 
exposed place and no attention was paid 
to him, except that one of the robbers, 
whose arm had evidently been broken 
by the shot from the night watchman’s 
revolver, occasionally gave him a kick 
in_the ribs as he passed. 

The robbers were a long time getting 
into the vault. They gathered up the 
loose coins lying about and then went 
at the strong box. They exploded sev- 
eral charges, but could not force it. 

After an investigation today Cashier 
C. L. Smith, of the bank, made this state- 
ment concerning the booty secured by the 
cracksmen: 

“The r rs got $125 in gold, $20,000 
in cert es held against the bank by 
indivi and $30,000 worth of mort- 

ages and other securities belonging to 
ndividuals. None of the paper taken is 
negotiable. There was $30,000 in currency 
in an inner vault which they did not 
get. The books and records of the bank 
were not disturbed.“

that some of the coins found in the pos- 
session of the two men arrested at Wil- 
loughby are a part of those taken from 
the bank. The men also had several 
sticks of dynamite in their possession. 


LEASE SYSTEM DENOUNCED. 


Report of Committee To Investigate 
Convict Camps. 
Tallahassee, Fla., April 4.—The special 
committee authorized by the last legis- 
lature and appointed by ex-Governor 
Bloxham to investigate the convict lease 
system in this state, referred to at the 
time in the concurrent resolution as ‘a 
shame upon the fair name of Florida,” 
reported today and submitted a measure 
intended as a remedy for the prerent 

conditions. 

The report was made by Senator Crill. 
It finds that the present system does 
not meet the demands of an enlightened 
convict system in accord with the more 
humane treatment of prisoners.“ It 
finds, further, that the sub-lessees are 
paying for the convicts they employ un- 
der their sub-leases prices far in excess 
of the price the original contractor leased 
them at, prices ranging from $60 to $180 
per year for each convict.” 

The report carries with it a bill pro- 
viding that state convicts shall be con- 
trolled by a commission of three mem- 
bers whose duties and powers shall be 
prescribed by law; that a state peniten- 
tiary shall be established at Marianna, 
where all females and youths shall be 
employed on state farm work. It pro- 
vides further that the commission shall 
establish state farms for the convicts, 

The present system works all of the 
convicts, regardless of sex or age, under 
the lease system, principally in the phos- 
phate mines and turpentine camps. Hor- 
rible stories of brutality or inhumane 
treatment are frequentiv heard. In 
Hillsboro county today a special com- 
mittee appointed by the county commis- 
sioners has been investigating charges 
of inhumanity made against some of the 
lessees in that county,

North Carolina Legislature Adjourns 
Sine Die. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 4.—(Special.)—The 
legislative session today was brief and 
uninteresting. Senator London presided 
in the senate, being president pro tem, 
Speaker Moore presided in the house. A 
resolution was adopted abolishing the of- 
fice of enrolling clerk and placing its du- 
ties in the hands of the secretary of 
state. A bill passed allowing all persons 
required to give bond to the state to 
give the same in surety and guaranty 
companies.

TRIED TO LYNCH JOHN SHAW. 


Negro Under Sentence of Death for 
Assaulting Girl. 

Memphis, Tenn., April 4.—(Special.)— 
Early this morning an effort was made 
to lynch John Shaw, a negro, who tonight 
stands under sentence to die on the gal- 
lows May 10th for criminally assaulting 
twelve-year-old Pearl Rushton, a school- 
girl. The negro was convicted yesterday 
and sentence pronounced today. Fearing 
that the case might go to the supreme 
court for review, a mob formed at Lucy 
last night and sent three representatives 
to Memphis to get the prisoner out of jail. 
They held Jailer Kelly up at the point of 
pistols and demanded the jail keys. He 
gave them the wrong cell key and while 
they were trying to reach the prisoner 
he sent in an alarm to police headquart- 
ers for assistance and the trio fled. Jailer 
Kelly recognized one of them, Richard 
Hill. They had entered the front door, 
going to the office floor through a ruse, 
posing as two officers with a prisoner. 

Today Judge Cooper in the criminal 
court summoned the grand jury and read 
them a special charge instructing them to 
indict all parties implicated in the part 
to lynch the negro. Tonight it was given 
out that the negro had been taken to 
Jackson, Tenn., for safe keeping. Shaw 
was dazed by the proceedings when death 
sentence was passed, and finally, raising 
his hands in agitation, repeating over and 
over that he was innocent,

He Himself Admits He Is a 
Stranger to Truth, 


PATRICK IS KEEPING COOL 


Defense Seems To Believe That State 
Cannot Corroborate Jones’s 
Story—Justice Jerome Speaks 

of Jones as Weak 
and Wicked. 


iNew Mork, April (There ‘were at 
least two incidents during today’s cross- 
examination of Charies F. Jones, the 
valet-secretary of Millionaire William 
Marsh Rice, which rose above the ordi- 
nary. One was a remark by Justice Je- 
rome, who presides at the hearing, and 
which probably shows why Lawyer Pat- 
rick, accused with Jones of the murder 
of the former Texan, Was all along taken 
the accusations of Jones against himself 
with a demeanor almost bordering on 
contempt. 

Attorney Moore, for the defense, bad 
asked that when the hearing closed for 
the day it be not resumed until Tuesday. 
Justice Jerome seemed willing and then 


added: 


“Tt is necessary that Jones's testimon 
as to this murder should be corroborated. 
He being a self-confessed accomplice, his 
testimony alone is not enough upon which 
to hold Patrick.“ 

Attorney Moore tersely added to this: 

We understand that, and we sippose 
the district attorney does, too.“ 

Tonight those who are watching the 
case closely are wondering what corrob- 
orative testimony the state will introduce 
to sustain the statements of Jones. 

Indomitable Nerve of Patrick. 

The other incident brought cut in the 
clearest light the indomitable nerve of 
Lawyer Patrick. In the face o? the re- 
iterated story of Jones that Patrick had 
instigated the forgeries ind the actual 
murder, the latter took his place in the 
court proceedings with the utmost non- 
chalance. 

At one point it became necessary that a 
statement made by Jones be read and it 
Was given into the hands of one of coun- 
sel for the defense for that purpose. This 
was the statement in which the valet 
claimed Patrick killed Rwe and which he 
has since denied. The reader hesitated 
and stumbled over the written words. 
Suddenly Patrick spoke up, exclaiming: 
“Here, I guess I can make it out; Ill 
read it.“ 

This was agreed to, and in a loud, clear 
voice Patrick read: 

P' got a towel and sponge and sat- 
urated the sponge with a colorless liquid 
he had in a bottle. Then he went ‘n the 
room where ‘R’ lay in bed. I (Jones) was 
not in the room, but opened the door and 
peeped in. 

p' was standing over R' with the 
cone-shaped towel in his hand. and he 
pressed it down over ‘R’s face.“ 

Patrick was stil] reading with no show 
of emotion when Justice Jerome ordered 
a recess for luncheon. 

The P’s and R’s in the statement stand 
for Patrick and Rice. 

Justice Jerome Scores Jones. 

At another point in the proceedings 
Justice Jerome gave his estimate of Jones 
with characteristic terseness. Attorney 
Moore had been racking the witness with 
questions all tending to bring out the 
valet’s lying propensities. He showed 
that Jones had lied to and deceived his 
own father when the latter called on him 
in the hospital after he nad attempted 
suicide: that he had told untruths to As- 
sistant District Aittorney Osborne and 
that he had lied to his own counsel. Here 
Justice Jerome struck in with the re- 
mark: 

“This witness Is a weak, wicked and 
unfortunate man. He is a self-confessed 
murderer and deserves contempt, but I 
won't allow you to insult him.” 

There was very little new matter 
brought out at today’s hearing. The 
Whole of the cross-examination of Mr. 
Moore, who is Patrick's personal coun- 
sel, was confined to showing up Jones as 
a man who could not be believed. 

When court adjourned it was until next 
Tuesday. 

During the cross-examination of Jones 
by Mr. Moore, Witness described a visit 
from his father, who lived near Houston, 
Tex. 

„I felt bad.“ said Jones, and my father 
was very much distressed. I referred my 
father to Mr. Battle for anything regard- 
ing the Rice case.“ 

“Did you expect him to tell your fath- 
er all in regard to the murder of your 
benefactor, that you had told him?“ 

Jones said that he had thought that 
was the understanding. 

“Had you told Mr. Battle the same 
story about the murder as you told Mr. 
Osborne on October 28th?’ asked Mr. 
Moore. 

“Yes; I had.“ 

Jones Admits Lying. 

„Then,“ said Mr. Moore, on that even- 
ing you were quite determined to deceive 
your own father; you were willing that 
he should be told a lie?“ 

Witness did not reply. 

Mr. Moore insisted that a direct answer 
be given, and Justice Jerome finally pat 
the question to the witness himself. 

“Were you willing to deceive your 


father? 
„„ was on that occasion,“ witness re- 


plied. 
‘When you made your first statement 


to Mr. Osborne, did he not tell you that 
you led?“ 

To the best of my recollection he said 
that I had made a fictitious statement 
and thought it could not be corroborated.“ 

„Did not Mr. Osborne say you would 
both be punished if you did not tell the 


truth. 

“T think not.” 

Jones said it was true that in the state- 
ment of his own case, which he had made 
to his counsel, he had told a falsehood 
in stating that Patrick had killed Rice. 

In this statement which was read in 
court, the valet secretary said that one 
day when old man Rice was sleeping and 
half dazed he made him sign a will which 
had been drawn by Patrick, and which 
Morris Meyer had written. This was not 
the Patrick will which was filed for pro- 
bate, but the one Jones testified Pat- 
rick said he had destroyed on the Mon- 
day following the death of Rice. Jones 
says that Meyer and Short may have got 
Rice to sign another will on June 30th, 
but he did not believe so. At the close 
of the statement Jones said Patrick killed 
the old man. 

At the afternoon session Jones said 
he saw Captain Baker at the house of de- 
tention after his first statement to Mr. 
Battle. Captain Baker sald at that time 


that he believed Jones told a falsehood 


when he had said Rice signed the “Pat- 
rick will” when he was sleepy. Jones 
said Captain Baker did not say that 
hand-writing experts had pronounced the 
will a forgery. 
Said Signatures Were Genuine.

OVERPOWERED THEIR GUARDS 


Four Alabama Convicts Get Away 
from ‘Turpentine Camps.

About this time Mr. Cox, another guard, 
came up and the negro who had the gun 
ordered him to halt and throw down his 
gun, or he would kill him. Cox obeyed 
the order and he was taken prisoner, and 
with Jones, the other guard, was marched 
off in the direction of the creek, where 
they were informed they were to he kill- 
ed. Jones and Cox, realizing the dreadful 
situation they were in, and knowing the 
convicts as they did, made a break for 
liberty and finally escaped from their 
captors. The four negroes are still at 
large armed with the winchesters taken 
from the guards. It was the “boldest 
stroke for liberty ever known in this 
country and was successful.

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Monopoly’s Defense. 

‘The Evening Journal defends the 
city council which, in the interest of 
monopoly, defeated electric lighting 
competition in the following words: 

The council, in spite of wholesale abuse 
by The Constitution, has so managed 
the con rsy between the warring cor- 
porations as to get many lines of new, 
well Built and equipped street railroads 
and $9,000 for the Whitehall street via- 
duct. These improvements are here to 
stay and have caused, à vast deaf of new 
money to be spent in the. city’s limits. 
The council has been commended for this 
by The Journal and the people. 3 

Alas, neighbor, you simply emphasize 
The Constitution’s argument that the 
lurid talk to which the city has recent- 
ly heen treated about street railway 
competition was nothing more than a 
trap to catch the unwary and fasten 
the claws of electric light monopoly 
more firmly upon the city. 


The cost of the few miles of addi- 


tional street railway lines built by the 
new company is as nothing compared 
with the immense profit that will ac- 
crue to the electric light monopoly in 
maintaining exclusive control of ‘the 
city lighting and power service, with 
the right to fix rates at will and levy 
such exactions as it may please from 


fhe tax payers and consumers of At- 


lanta. 

As to the $50,000 paid for the use of 
the Whitehall street viaduct, that was 
the cheapest investment ever made by 
a public utility corporation in a city 
of Atlanta’s size. At 5 per cent it rep- 
resents an annual expenditure of $2,500 
for the use of the most valuable two 
blocks in ¢he city and the right to cross 
a viaduct costing in the neighborhood 
of $100,000, the total cost of which 
could well have been borne by any 
company which could not otherwise 
have obtained the right to cross the 
railroad tracks at Whitehall street. 

The Constitution zealously supported 
the contention for street railway com- 
petition, but now that enough lines 
have been built to force abandonment 
of the idea of operating a competing 
electric light plant, it is observed that 
there has been a sudden lull in the 
matter of franchise applications for 
the additional street railway lines 
about which theré has been until re- 
cently so much talk. All these contem- 
plated franchise grants rest in babe in 
the councilmanic pigeonhole which 
keeps the competitive. electric 
franchise. 

Less than six months ago the city 
council had a chance to save the tax- 
-payers and elegtric light consumers 
$26,000 annually, but at the behest of 
monopoly it throttled competition, and 
the people wil] now and for many years 
hereafter pay the penalty. 

It is not remarkable, therefore, that 
the electric light monopoly has ever 
since defended, and is now defending, 
the council which came to its rescue.

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Where Labor Comes In. 

Apparently the dissatisfaction among 
the working clesses of England over 
the Boer war does not diminish, The 
roseate predictions of the early eap- 
ture of Botha and DeWet do not blind 
the eyes of the laboring classes to the 
piling up of expenses shown by the 
heavily increased army and navy bud- 
gets and there is unmistakable unrest. 
They know that the burden must, in 
the end, fall upon them, and they are 
not happy. 

Leading officials of the British trades 
unions have recently issued an address 
to the workingmen of all classes, in 
which they seek to show that the war 
against the Boer republics has not 
been waged in the interest of greater 
opportunity for the British laborer 
through the opening up of new fields 
in South (Africa, but that the present 
conflict had its inspiration from an en- 
tirely different source. They contend 
that the real purpose of those directly 
responsible for the war was to get con- 
trol of the gold and diamond properties 
and drive out, instead of encourage, 
English labor, substituting therefor 
Kaffir labor under what would prac- 
ticaHy be a system of slavery. 

This is not a hew charge, though it 
is formulated more clearly in this ad- 
dress of the Jabor leaders than it has 
been before. In substantiation of it, 
the address quotes from a speech de- 
Uvered by Mr. John Hays Hammond 
at a meeting of the Gold Fields Com- 
pany in London. That portion of the 
address dealing with Mr. Hammond's 
speech is as follows: 

Mr. John Hays Hammond, engineer of 
the company. said in his speech that he 
estimated that after the war they would 
increase their profit to £2,199,000. So this 
single company stands to make over a 
million a year profit by the war, This is 
the real reason why war was inevitable 
Do not think that this means a splendid 
opening for British labor; it means noth- 
ing of thé kind. The plan is to employ as 
Uttle British labor as possible, and to re- 
duce the wages of native labor to the 
smallest pittance. These men do not con- 
ceal it. Mr. Hammond said: ‘“‘There cught 
to be no difficulty in obtaining 80,000 Kaf- 
firs to work the mines.“ Where does the 
British rkingman come in? Mr, Ham- 
mond further said: 

“With a good government there should 
de an abundance of labor, and with an 
abundance of labor there will be no dif- 
culty in cutting down wages. because it 
is preposterous to pay a Kar the present 
Ww „He would be quite as well satis- 
Mee dared fact he would work longer if you 
gave him half the amount.“ 

‘Mr. Hammond will be recalled as the 
American engineer who is in the em- 
ploy of the Gold Fields Company and 
who was sent to this country by his 
employers to preach the beauties of 
the Rhodes-Chamberlain war. He did 
his work well as the results have dem- 
onstrated. 7 

Mr. Hammond ought to be an au- 
thority upon what his employers ex- 
pect to do when they get complete con- 
tro] of the gold dnd diamond mines of 
South Africa, and in view of his as- 
sertions there is small wonder that the 
British workingmen can see little for 
them in the outlook. 

The war against the Boers has been 
anpopular with the working classes of 
Engiand from the first. If this address 
of the English labor leaders states the 
situation rightly, it is not difficult to 
see the reason for this unpopularity.

The tarthest north 
county to enter upon the cultivation of 
long staple cotton is that of Burke, upon 
the Savannah river, but the adjoining 
county of Emanuel, which is highland for 
this rezign. baled and sold 4,062 bales last 
year, The long staple cotton area of 
Georgia flow embraces twenty-pine coun- 
ties, extending in a diagonal line from 
Burke county through Emanuel. Mont- 
gomery. Telfair, Wilcox, Worth, Dough- 
erty and Baker tu Miller county, reaching 
its most southern limitation in Decatur 
countv. where 34 bales were raised. In 
all Georgia raised 657,812 bales of long 
staple. fcr which she received more than 
doumle the price palé for short stapie. 


Discussing thie growth of the long 
staple area, the United States census bu- 
reau agrees that while the increase in the 
culture of sea island cotton has not been 
so rapid as that of upland cotton, the re- 
cent progress in the culture of this long 
staple is quite noteworthy. The sea 
island crop of 1825 amounted to 76,029 
bales. of which 7,779 were grown in Geor- 
gia and 18,250 in South Carolina, In 1859 
‘the crop reached 44,096 bates, distributed 
as follows: Fiorida 20,353, Georgia 10,352 
and South Carolina 13,391. It was be 
Heved, for a long time, that the islands 
off the coast of South Carolina possessed 
a natural monopoly of the production of 
the finest staple of this cotton, yet it has 
been found that a good grade can he 
grown in certain Georgia counties con- 
siderably removed from the coast. The 
discovery of this fact accounts largely 
for the increase in the crop between 1880 
and 1900. In these interior Georgia coun- 
ties, it is necessary that the seed be ob- 
tained from the coast or islands each al- 
ternate year, as this variety of seed, 
when planted in the uplands loses its 
identity after the second year. Ginners 
report sea island cotton from twenty-nine 
counties of Georgia, seventeen of Florida 
and three of South Carolina. The 
progress made, however. is gufficient to 
show that it may be extended much far- 
ther north than the present line, certain- 
ly far enough to take in Muscogee on the 


west.

The ren€wal of the seed from the coast 
directs attention to the neglect with 
which the selection of cotton seed in gen- 
‘eral has been treated. A few farmers 
only have esteemed improved cotton seed 
to be worthy their attention, while the 
great mass will throw into the ground 
anything they can get their hands on, 
and expect it to grow up Into something. 
The rapid strides of Egyptian cotton 
should be met by seed selection in the 
American cotton belt. It has been estab- 
lished that such cotton can be grown 
here, but the experimental stage will re- 
quire considerable time and patience. The 
belief that long staple cotton belonged to 
the islands has given way to the knowl- 
edge that it can be grown over an area 
comprising considerably more than one- 
third of the state: so that the man who 
holds that we cannot meet Fgypt need 


only wait and see.

London Globe: It has often been re- 
marked that while nothing is so uncertain 
as the duration of any given human Ute, 
nothing is more certain than the aggre- 
gate of years which may be assigned to 
a group of 100 persons or more at any par- 
ticular age. Ihe expectation of life at a 
given age, to the use actuarial , aif- 
ters considerably, as might be expected, in 
different countries, and Wngiishmen may 
be surprised to learn that they are not 
the longest living among the white races. 
At the age of twenty an Englisnman in 
avetage health may expect io live forty- 
two years, and any life office will grant 
him a policy bas on that probability. 
The American’s expectation is for a 
slightly longer period, On the other 
hand, a German iad of twenty can count 
upon Httle more than thirty-nine years 
and a half. It would seem, therefore, that

No Action Taken on Ordinance by 
Haermen. 


THE MATTER WAS POSTPONED 
to the Original Measure. 
WANTS. WEALTH BOARD TO ELECT 
Also Desires a Committee To Nomi- 


nate Health Officer Subject to 
Mayor’s Appointment.

The ordinance establishing the position 
of city health officer is not yet a fact. The 
aldermanic board yesterday afternoon 
postponed action on the measure until 
the next meeting of the board. Alder- 
man Pierce offered two separate amend- 
ments to the proposed ordinance, and this 
action was instrumental in causing the 
postponement. 5 

The two amendments are almost dia- 
metrically opposed to each other, and 
the board wants time in which to consid- 
er them. Councilman Longino, the au- 
thor of the health officer ordinance, was 
present during the meeting yesterday and 
made no objection to postponement, al- 
though he stated he would be glad to see 
the original ordinance passed. 

The first of the Pierce amendments pro- 
vides that the duties of the health offi- 
cer shall be prescribed by a committee of 
two from tha board of health, two from 
the board of education, two from the 
council committee on hospital and chari- 
ties and two physicians from the city at 
large. It is also provided that, the health 
officer shall be elected or appofnted by the 
board of health, and that the health board 
shall have full supervision of that officer. 

The other amendment provides that the 
mayorshallappoint thecommittee of eight 
to prescribe the duties of the health offi- 
cer, and that the committee shall amend 
such existing laws so as to conform to 
the duties of the health officer. Further. 
it is contemplated that this committee 
shall nominate a suitable physician for 
the office, subject to appointment by the 
mayor. The amendment also provides 
that every fourth year a similar commit 
tee shall be appointed to revise the laws 
governing the health officer, and nominate 
his successor. 

During the meeting Dr. Longino stated 
he had à talk with the president of the 
health board regarding the health officer 
matter. He said Dr. Jarnagin told him 
he had decided to withdraw his opposi- 
tion to the measure and would attend the 
meeting of the aldermantic board to ad- 
vocate the passage of the ordinance. He 
said he did not understand why Dr. Jar- 
nagin was not present. 

Dr. Pierce stated that Dr. Jarnagin had 
not mentioned the matter to him, and 
while he might be in favor of a health of- 
ficer, he wished to propose several amend- 
ments that he thought should be made 
to the original ordinance, which passed 
ra - vote of 11 to 3.

Governor Candler will leave the city 
next week, if he can arrange to get away 
for a trip of several days to New York 
city. He is going primarily on personal 
business and also in order to secure a 
brief respite from his arduous official 
duties, which have of late kept him pret- 
ty close to his office. He may be away 
from the city a week, and will probably 
spend a few days of his time in Washing- 
ton, The governor has been contemplat- 
ing a trip to the Buffalo exposition with 
some of the members of his staff, but 
does not know yet whether he will be able 


to get away for that purpose or not. 


Coffee county loses three lots of land 
to Appling county as a result of the sur- 
vey of the line between those two coun- 
ties just completed by D. L. Wardroper, 
civil engineer, who was appointed for the 
purpose by Governor Candler. There had 
been a dispute between Coffee and Ap- 
ping counties for some time and Coffee 


county finally called for the survey. Mr. 


Wardroper has just made his report to 
the governor, and h- finds that lots Nos. 
432, 488 and 425 should be included within 
Appling instead of Coffee county. In 
support of this position he quotes an act 
of the legislature passed in 1856. This is 
not the only contention Coffee county has 
had with border counties, and the lines 
between Coffee and Irwin and Coffee and 
Ware are yet to be surveyed. This work 
will also be done by Mr. Wardroper. Cot- 
fee is, perhaps, the largest county in tne 
state, and can no doubt afford to iwvst 
a small slice of land. 


Governor Candler is besieged by peti- 
tions for contributions to charitable ob- 
jects. This is one of the many things 
with which the governcr of a state has 
to contend: The governor probably re- 
ceives as many applications for contribu- 
tions to charity during the course of a 
year as does the average millionaire. 
During the last two or three days Gov- 
ernor Candler has received petitiong for 
contributions to church funds, for 
churches both in Georgia and other 
states, some as far away almost as Cal- 
ifornia. Of course it is impossible for 
the governor to respond to these peti- 
tions for aid. Governor Candler says if 
he were to respond to half of these pe- 
titions for charity, and in very modest 
amounts at that, it would be necessary 
tor him to have a salary of $20,000 a year.

| Fitzgerald, haa been 
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A String Confirmation Sermon 
Preached tt the Pro-Cathedral 
Last NWight—Some Views 
on Eternal Punish- 
ment. 


Bishop C. K. Nelson delivered a sermon 
to the confirmation class at the Episcopal 
pro-cathedral last night and he took oc- 
casion to speak of members of the church 
who had openly and flagrantly violated 
the Lenten season. He referred to the- 
aters, card parties, “with the gambling 
thrown in“ and to dinings and winings. 
His words were forceful and severe, but 
they were coupled with one of the most 
eloquent appeals for reformation ever 
made in a pulpit. 

The bishop never before delivered a ser- 
mon which seemed to so come from his 
soul, and the large congregation were 
touched and moved by his eloquence and 
earnestness, 

His excoriation of members of the Epis- 
copal church for profaning Lent was list- 
ened to with the deepest interest, and 
the fact that he has in such a manner 
called for a reformation along that line 
will be of great interest to all the Epis- 
copalians throughout the diocese of Geor- 


gia. 

Bishop Nelson is not what might be 
zermed a priest of puritanical ideas, for 
leat night even while he was upbraiding 
his people for too many vanities during a 
holy season of hfs church, he stated that 
he did not see any objection in cards 
themselves, or to theaters, for, said he, 
many of the most devout Christians play 
cards and attend good plays at the the- 
ater. It was the indulgence in such 
worldly pleasure during Lent which 
causéd the bishop to grow so earnest 
and severe in his denunciation of trans- 
gressions against the law of the church, 
and to make such a stirring appeal for 
reformation. 

There was a large class confirmed last 
night, nearly fifty candidates presenting 
themselves at the chancel. The congre- 
gation was large, all the relatives and 
friends of the candidates being present. 
Many Have Broken Their Vows. 

After the confirmation Bishop Nelson 
delivered his sermon, and his discourse 
was on the crucifixion of the flesh in the 
cause of Christ. During his remarks he 
addressed those who had been confirmed 
in the past, and he said that many, very 
many, had forgotten the vows they had 
made, n 

From what I have heard and seen, and 
from what I know myself,“ he said, 1 
confess with sorrow that many who have 
taken upon themselves the solemn vow 
to be crucified in Christ and to live not 
after the flesh, but after the spirit, have 
gone downward instead of growing in 
grace. Here in this city, members of this 
church are snapping their fingers in the 
faces of our priests and are saying in 
their souls, I'll have nothing to do with 
this Lenten season.’ Card parties are 
going dn; dinings and suppers continue; 
the theaters hold every night those Who 
have been confirmed in this church. I am 
not a Puritan and cannot be so agcused, 
I can find no objection in card playing of 
itself, neither do I think the theater is 
wrong, for some of the most sincefe and 
devout Christians I know go to the the- 
aters and play cards. But they cannot 
do these things during Lent and remain 
loyal to the vows they have made. The 
church, the bride of Christ, has declared 
that Lent shall be observed, and you who 
have been confirmed must obey the man- 
date or renounce your vows. It makes 
no difference what other churches do, 
for their rules are not our rules. A 
Baptist or a Methodist or a Presbyterian 
does right to live up to the tenets of his 
faith, and we must live up to ours. What- 
ever you are, be true and faithful. If 
you are a Mason, live up to Masonry; if 
you are a Baptist, be a good and honest 
Baptist; if you are an Episcopalian, in 
God's name be a loyal and good Episco- 
palian. No, some of you will not do it. 
You will go with your parties and your 
theaters and your cards, with the gam- 
bling thrown in, while the church tells 
you it is Lent and you must not do it, 
and then you will come sailing into the 
church of God on Easter Sunday dressed 
in all your n clothes and vou will 
say: God, let me receive Thy blessing.’ 
Do you think God will bless you? I say 
He will not!’’ 

On Eternal ‘Pumishment. 

Once during his discourse Bishop Nel- 
son mentioned the punishment hereafter 
of those who sinned, and he made a strik- 
ing and perhaps a new explanation of 
eternal punishment. He said: 

‘There is surely a punishment for sin, 
but the punishment will only last so long 
as the sinful] nature continues. If it is 
for a year, then the punishment will be 
for a year; if it is for a thousand years, 
then the punishment will be for a thou- 
sand years;,if it is for eternity, then the 
punishment will be for eternity. That is 
what I understand in God's Word about 
eternal punishment.” 

In closing his remarks the bishop made 
a fervent appeal for the members of the 
church to turn their attention to the 
reformation of those who were not living 
up to the vows they hawe made.

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DISBARS L. J. GLENN 
Former Attorney Prohibited from Prac- 


ticing Law in Georgia. 


HEARING HAO YESTERDAY 


Glenn Declares Another Member of 
Bar Is Guilty Party. 


PROTESTS INNOCENCE OF FORGERY 


Manifested Deep Emotion in Making 
His Statement—Asked for 
Trial by Jury. 


Judge Lumpkin yesterday afternoon 
disbarred Attorney L. J. Gienn, which 
proceeding revokes Glenn's license and 
prohſbots him from practicing law in 
Georgia. The order disbarring the attor- 
ney was signed by Judge Lumpkin after 
a hearing in the superior courtroom. It 
appears that Glenn will continue to fight 
the disbarment, as Attorney George Car- 
ter, who assisted him in his defense, ex- 
pressed the intention of filing exceptions 
to the decision of Judge Lumpkin and 
this will carry the matter to the supreme 
court, 

Solicitor Charley Hill represented the 
state in the hearing, he having been in- 
structed some time ago by Judge Lump- 
kin to file disbarment procee lings against 
Glenn. Glenn recently filed an answer to 
the proceedings and demanded a trial by 
jury. 

The disbarment of Glenn is the result of 
his conviction in the criminal superior 
court recently of the charge of forgery. 
The jury recommended him to the mer- 
cy of the court, and Judge A. W. Fite, 
who was presiding, imposed a fine of $250, 
which was paid. 

Glenn's defense was that he was not 
guilty of -moral turpitude, urging the 
recommendation of the jury and the sen- 
tence to substantiate his zlaim. He also 
strongly protested his innocence ang in 
making an appeal to Judge Lu 
showed deep emotion. 


Attorney Carter argued that Glenn was 


entitled to a trial by jury and he cited 
a section of the code, claiming that the 
judge had no discretion in the matter. 
Solicitor Hill contended that there was 
no issue to present to a fury and he read 
a portion of the code, showing that ccn- 
viction of a crime involving moral turpi- 
tude was a cause for disbarment. Glenn 
admitted his conviction, but held that he 
was innocent. 

He created a sensation by declaring 
that if he was grantéd a trial by jury 
that he would prove his innocence and 
prove that another member of the bar 
is the guilty party. He said he ‘had no 
reference to J. T. Garner, who was joint- 
ly indicted with Glenn and who was also 
convicted of the charge of forgery, but 
who is not an attorney. 

Glenn made & statement to the judge 
and said: I am an innocent man, I admit 
that I was convicted m the criminal court, 
but I was convicted an innocent man. 
I do not intend to practice law in Atlanta 
and I do not care to practice law here, 
but I do not want to be disgraced further. 
I laid in jail four months for what an- 
other member of the bar did. I only want 
justice and*I do not believe that any 
twelve men would disbar me.“ 

Attorney Carter stated that the jury 
in Genn’s case had discussed the 
matter of disbarment and he said 
that he had deen reliably in- 
formed that the jurors had agreed 
on the recommendation, believing this 
would prevent Glenn belng disbarred. He 
also stated that after the jury had start- 
ed out, Judge Fite recalled them and in- 
formed them that if they recommended 
Glenn to the mercy of the court his case 
could be treated as a misdemeanor. The 
attorney said he believed Glenn would 
have been acquitted had it not been for 
this statement. 

Glenn arose and with manifest emo- 
tion said: Tour honor, I have suffered 
enough for what other people have done 
and got paid for. Don't kick me down 
any further.“ 

Solicitor Hill stated that as the judge 
knew the case had been a painful one to 
him. He stated, however, that it was 
monstrous to put to the jury the issue 
of whether forgery involved moral turpi- 
tude. He said it was not a fact for a 
jury, but a question of law. He also 
stated that Judge Fite had charged the 
jury in the usual manner, offering this 
statement in answer to the statement of 
Attorney Carter 

In rendering his decision Judge Lump- 
kin said: ‘“‘My duty in this case is a sad 
one. Glenn comes from a family that has 
illustrated both in times of war 
and in peace and from a family we all 
love. Some of his kinsmen have been 
Georgia noblemen and they are bound to 
me by the closest ties of love. As an in- 
dividual, my heart is touched sincerely, 
but as an Official I have a duty to per- 
form. 

The statute as relates to disbarment is 
plain and clear. It says (hat an sttorrey 
must be disbarred upon his being con- 
victed of a crime or misdemeanor involv- 
ing moral turpitude. The iudge has no 
discretion, but it says the attorney must 

removed. The statute also says that 
the record of his conviction is conclusive 
evidence. The question is, has Glenn been 
monvicted of a crime involving mcrai 
turpitude? I cannot go further back 
than the record in the case, Glenn ad- 
mits his conviction and there is no issue 
for a jury. 

“So, as painful as it is to myself and 
as I know it is to the solicitor, I must 
pase an order of disbarment. e law 
s a high profession and it is a sad thing 
to pass such an order, but I feel it is my 
duty to do 80.“

Council Falled To Amend Ordinance ,

Despite the fact that the finance com- 
mittee, which elected W. D. Greene

from the sale of the property, as well 
as determine the question of the payment 
of insurance premiums out of said fund,

Plans for work in the departments de- 
voted to agricultural display, live stock 
and in part to the horse show were 
agreed upon at a meeting of the board 
of directors of the Fair Association held 
yesterday afternoon. It was the most 
important meeting the directors have held 
since the board was organised. 

A sufficient sum of money was appropri- 
ated to make a number of important 
changes and improvements in the build- 
ings and grounds. 

The coliseum will be remodeled so that 
it shall be an adequate horse show build- 
ing with ample seating capacity. To 
this end the bicycle track will be re- 
moved and the arena floor taken out. It 
is contemplated that forty-two boxes, 
seating six people each, and twenty-one 
boxes, seating four people each, can be 
provided, and that 2,300 divided and cush- 
loned seats may be provided dowh stairs 
to be sold as reserved seats, and that 
2,500 seats may be provided in the gallery.

WOUNDS MAY PROVE FATAL 


Brothers Had Fallen Out About Dead 
Father’s Estate—An Bye-Wit- 
ness States That Lee Cal- 
laway Was Shot in 
the Back. 


Jewett Callaway shot and perhaps mor- 
tally wounded his brother, Robert Lee 
Callaway, of Atlanta, on a Georgia rail- 
road train near Antioch yesterday after- 
noon about 6 o'clock, while the train was 
moving and approaching the station. 

Two shots were fired and one of the 
bullets took effect in the left lung, inflict- 
ing what is believed to be a serious and 
probably fatal wound, the other bullet 
making a flesh wound. 

R. L. Callaway resides in Atlanta at 
No, 253 East Cain street and travels for 
the M. C. Kiser company. ~ 

Jewett Callaway ot one time lived here 
and he is well known, He was very re- 
cently arrested by the police on a charge 
of forgery and was liberated on bond. A 
few years ago he enlisted in the army and 
his father at much expense and after a 
great deal of trouble got him out of a 
charge of desertion. 

Recently the father of the two young 
men, Thomas Callaway, died at Lexing- 
ton, this state, and it is said the sons 
have been at outs ever since on account 
of a disput about the division of the es- 
tate. Those who have known about the 
strained relations and have been cog- 
nizant of Jewett’s temperament and hab- 
its have predicted that a tragedy would 
result before the matter was ended. 

R. L. Callaway, or Lee, as he is called, 
by his asgociates, is said to be a man 
of excellent character and well thought of 
by his employers. 

The shooting of one brother by another 
on a crowded train created the greatest 
excitement at the time. The passengers 
were thrown into confusion. which did 
not subside until both brothers had left 
the train. on 

Eys-Witness to the Shooting. 
If the statement of an eye-witness is 


correct, Jewett walked up behind his 


brother and fired before the latter was 
aware of his near presence. Jewett did 
not accost his brother and not a word 
passed between them. 

Lee Callaway was sitting beside another 
man when Jewett walked down the aisle 
and passed as if gong to the rear of the 
car. He wheeled suddenly and as he did 
so two pistol shots rang out. Lee fell for- 
ward and it was thought at first that he 
was killed. One of the bullets pierced 
the fleshy portion of the right arm, and 
the other entered the left breast and 
passed through the lung. 

No one molested Jewett, and when the 
train stopped at Antioch he quietly got 
off, having put the pistol back into his 
hip pocket. 

When the train reached Crawford, Dr. 
George Little was taken aboard and he 
looked after Lee Callaway until the train 
arrived at Athens. There Dr. I. N. Goss 
met tne train, having been wired to do 
so, and the wounded man was conveyed 
to the Commercial hotel. 

Is Dangerously Wounded. 

The physicians think Callaway is dan- 
gerously wounded. 

If Jewett Callaway has been arrested 
no news to that effect has been received 
in Atlanta. 

The late Thomas Callaway died about 
four months ago, leaving a very valuable 
estate. His home was at Lexington. 
Jewett Callaway gave him much trouble 
before his death. When the Spanish- 
American war broke out Jewett enlisted 
in the United States army and deserted, 
He was caught in Atlanta and arrested 
by the police. His father had to spend 
considerable money to get him out of the 
scrape. 

About a week ago Jewett was arrested 
in Atlanta on the charge of forging a 
check on a bank at Dalton, and a tele- 
graph operator was arrested at the same 
ttme for fixing up a bogus telegram from 
the bank officials stating that the check 
was good. Both were released on bond. 

Who the Parties Are. 

Both Lee and Jewett at one time work- 
ed in Atlanta for the Everett-Ridley-Ra- 
gan Company. Recently Jewett has not 
been working anywhere and Lee held a 
position with the M. C. Kiser Company 
as a traveling salesman. 

Lee Callaway married Miss Eva Dear- 
ing, daughter of Dr. J. J. Dearing, a 
prominent physician of Covington. John 
Dearing married Lee Callaway’s sister. 
Mrs. Callaway. the mother of Lee and 
Jewett. is now residing at Covington with 
her son in law. 

Mrs. Lee Callaway was notified of the 
shooting of her husband by telephone last 


night from Athens. She stated that her 


information was that Jewett had shot 
Lee in the back. the bullet entering under 
the left shoulder. 

Lee Callaway has two children, a son 
aged about six years and a baby only 
five weeks old. 

The last news from Athens last night 
stated that Lee Callaway was resting 
well. but the physicians regarded his 
case ag very serious.

Says He Does Not Know Why or 
When He Left Washington. 
Held by the Police Until 
Arrival of His Mother 
and Wife. 


Norfolk. Va., April 4.—(Special.)—Harry 
G. Wilbur, the Washington health de- 


partment clerk and formerly of Atlanta, 
who mysteriously disappeared from home 
in Washington, more than a week ago, 
was found today at the Norfolk Union 
mission. He had been there since Tues- 
day. Wilbur, when seen at the mission 
by a reporter this afternoon, said he had 
no idea when or why he left Washington. 
He was in some Norfolk church on Sun- 
day morning last when his reason ra- 
turned. He said he did not know, how- 
evef, where he stayed Sunday or Mon- 
day nights and remembered but little 
before his arrival at the mission Ttes- 
day. 

Wilbur declared that he had drank 
nothing since he left home because, he 
said, he is a deacon and president of 
the Christian Endeavor Society of the 
Eastern Presbyterian church at Washing- 
ton. He declined to discuss the matter 
of writing to his wife from this city or 
any of his other actions since he has been 
in Norfolk, saying that he desired as lit- 
tle publicity as possible to be given to the 
matter. 

Though he spoke rationally, Wilbur’s 
mind seemed to wander, and his actions 
at times are strange. 

In regard to his disappearance some 
time ago from Atlanta, Ga., Wilbur had 
but little to say. He looks careworn 
and depressed, but his face at times 
breaks into an open smile, which gives 
him rather a pleasing appearance. He is 
fairly well-dressed, but his linen and un- 
shaven face shows that he has thought 
but little about his personal appearance 
in the past week or more.

These are the four factors which we can see 
will control the markets and they will be 
closely watched by the trade, At nt fac- 
tors one, two and four point to a lower range 
of values.

Cultivation of Corn. 

Although the season is somewhat late, 
because of recent unfavorable conditions, 
yet corn will soon be ready for the first 
work of cultivation. Those who have 
tried the plan are pleased avith the effect 
of harrowing over the fields as soon as the 
corn plants are well out of the ground. 
For this purpose a straight-toothed har- 
row. with the teeth standing backward. 
is probably the best implement. The old 
Thomas smoothing harrow was first used 
for this purpose, but there are probably 
others just as good. I have used with 
satisfaction one section of the Evans 
steel harrow. 

The effect of such sunerficia] harrowing 

is to smooth and level the surface, de- 
stroy the crust. kin the germinating 
weeds. and let the air into the soil. On 
many farms in the north and west this 
broadcast harrowing is repeated two or 
thrge times, or until the plants are six 
inches or more in height. It should be 
remarked, however, that northern and 
western farmers, as a rule. get their fields 
in much better condition before planting 
the corn than js commonly done in the 
south, and the planting is usually done 
on a flush level surface (not beds or 
water furrows), and with a machine plan- 
ter. 
While a firm believer in rapid surface 
(shallow) cultivation of corn, vet I think 
in most cases it will be found expedient 
to give corn a pretty thorough first plow- 
ing, goine to the depth of several inches. 
Such a thorough first plowing is necessary 
because of the fact, already mentioned, 
that the average southern farmer does not 
get his land into really first class con- 
dition before planting. This thorough 
first plowing might better have been ren- 
dered unnecessary by giving more at- 
tention to thorough harrowing before 
planting the crop. 

As we usually plant corn, nothing seems 
to supplant the narrow scooter for the 
first siding“ of the young corn. But it is 
slow and therefore expensive work. If the 
soil is in proper condition and a good cul- 
tivator may.be used from the very be- 
ginning of the crop cultivation, using 
the small narrow steels and going twice 
to the row the first time, all subsequent 
cultivation should be done with the wider 
steels (sweeps), the cultivator fully ex- 
panded and giving but one furrow to 
the row. 

Under our conditions it seems an un- 
avoidable necessity to go over the crop 
one time with the hand hoe. Thinning. 
is absolutely necessary. If the land is in 
first rate condition and the plowman does 
his duty the actual use of the hand hoe 
may be dispensed with and the surplus 
plants may be removed by means of a 
narrow wooden paddle, 3 or 4 feet long, 
alded occasionaliy by the fingers. I have 
succeeded a few times in getting a good. 


stand of corn by dropping only one ‘grain 


in a place, after carefully selecting the 
seed. so as to reject all doubtful grains,

Once to a row in 3 to 4 foot rows cuce 
a week, or twice to a row in 6 to ¢@ 
feet rows, once a week, will cause an in- 
creased, yield of either cotton or corn 
more than sufficient to pay for the tmple- 
ment, and it is good for 5 to 10 years, 
with occasional repairs and renewuls of 
hoes.* A Heyman plowstock with a shovel 
and 16-inch scrape may do for a “nig- 
ger and a mule,” and with it the darkey 
will probably manage to make you the 
stipulated rental. But it is too out of 
date for a wideawake, progressive ferm- 
er. It is too slow a tool to put between 
a darkey and a mule that are costing 
you 75 cents or $1 every day. 

A 2-horse riding or walking cultivator 
has some advantages over a l-horse cul- 
tivator, but they cost more to buy and 
cost more to operate, requiring two ani- 
mals and a more skillful operator.

OCCURS. AT GRANT PAR 


Hunt Will Begin at 3 O' clock, and 
Until Half an Hour Before 
That Time Visitors Will 
Be Excluded from 
Grounds. 


Three large drays hauling 50,000 bright- 
ly colored eggs will leave the Florence 
Crittenton home for Grant park this 
morning. These are the eggs that will 
be used in the big Easter egg hunt which 
will take place at the park tomorrow 
afternoon at 3 o'clock, weather permit- 
ting. 

All the details of the hunt have been 
arranged by the park board. Everything 
now depends upon the weather. If it is 
clear the hunt is assured; if it is raining 
tomorrow the hunt will be postponed 
until Monday afternoon, or until clear, 
sunshiny weather. It is believed, how- 
ever, that tomorrow will be an ideal day 
and in that event the hunt is a preor- 
dained success. 

The park will be closed to all visitors 
tomorrow until 2:30 o’clock in the af- 
ternoon. This will enable the commis-' 
sioners and their assistants to hide the 
eggs satisfactorily: Promptly at 3 o' clock 
the hunt will begin. The new Georgia 
state band will give the signal for the 
hunt and will render a fine musical pro- 
gramme during the afternoon. This will 
be the first concert of the season and 
Musical Director Card and his band will 
doubtless be greeted by a great crowd. 

Before the hunt the park will be pa- 
trolec by a detail of police, especially 
assigned to duty there by Chief Ball. 
There will be mounted men, part of the 
bicycle squad and patrolmen on foot 
to see that no one enters the grounds 
until the signal is given. These men 
Wall be instructed not to allow any horses 
or carriages in the park during the hunt. 
This will be a protection to the thou- 
sands of children who will take part in 
the hunt, as a ronkway might prove a 
serious matter. 

The board of park e has 
taken every precaution to guard against 
accident and the little ones who will go 
out to Grant park tomorrow afternoon 
will de as free from danger as they 
would be in their own nurseries. No 
eggs will be secreted in flower beds and 
the children are advised by the park 
board not to look for them among the 
plants. 

It is very necessary that this be kept 
in mind. If search is made in the beds 
the flowers and tender plants. will be 
trampled under foot and destroyed. 
Nurses and parents are asked to see 
that the children in their care are kept 
away from the flower beds. All the eres 
will be hid in the grass and bushes in 
the groves. 

The large number of eggs which the 
park board has had prepared will be 
stored in the superintendent's office at 
the park todav and will be secreted about 
the park grounds tomorrow morning. 
The eggs were all colored at the Flor- 
ence Crittenton home and the work con- 


sumed three and a half days. 

If there are any persons who desire 
to present the park board with addi- 
tional eggs already colored they are re- 
quested to communicate that fact today 
to Colonel W. T. Moyers, president of 
the park board; Walter Ormond, secre- 
tary, or Gouncilman Henry W. Grady. 
Several days ago Councilman Minhinnett 
pres ed the board with a large num- 
ber O eggs and it is probable that others 
may wish to follow his example.

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LIGHT FRANCHISE TO BE 
ACTED ON WEDNESDAY 


For a few brief moments yeSterday af- 
ternoon the electric lighting franchise, 
which some months ago was proposed to 
be granted the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company, flickered in the alder- 
manic board and then went out, to be 
coaxed into flame again by that body 
next Wesdnesday afternoon at 3 o’clock 
for positive action—one way or the other. 

The paper has been on the table in the 
aldermanic board for a number of weeks. 
When the board was in regular session 
yesterday Alderman Kilpatrick moved to 
call the ordinance from the table. Those 
who voted to take it up were Alderman 
Day, Welch, Kilpatrick and LaHatte. 
Alderman Pierce did not vote to call 
ft up. 

To a Constitution reporter Dr. Pierce 
stated that he had declined to vote to 
consider the paper because he was - 
willing to grant a franchise which might 
not be acceptable to the company. 

“Those who made application for the 
franchise, said he, do not now seem 
to care much whether they get it or not. 


Under those circumstances I am of the 


opinion it would be a waste of time to 
take it up. If they want it, then that is 
a different matter. They have not come 


| 


down here today to urge, even by their 
presence, that they wish us to grant the 
franchise. It has been hinted that while 
Atlantans interested in the plant may 
be willing to accept the grant as it 
stands, the northern capitalists interested 
may Rot.“ 

To the board Alderman Welch made 
much the same statement. He said he 
had understood that possibly the outside 
capital interested in the enterprise would 
hesitate before accepting the franchise 
with the present amendments, and he 
thought it a good idea to postpone action 
until some day next week, the members 
of the board in the meantime to ascertain 
definitely just how the representatives of 
the company viewed the matter. 

It was then agreed that a postponement 
should take place, and Wednesday was 
the day set for the consideration of the 
measure. A special session of the board 
wil be held on the afternoon of that day 
and definite action wil] then he taken on 
the ordinance granting the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company the right to 
operate an electric plant.
